BOYNE CITY — People who sell crafts at 
Boyne City’s Farmer’s Market are concerned 
about a draft set of rules that will specify what 


kinds of crafts can be sold. 


“We’ re just trying to take a pro-active stand be- 
fore the board meets in August,”

The draft rules state that each craft item “must show 
evidence of manual skills obtainable only through a sig- 
nificant period of experience and dedication,” and gives 
alist of crafts not acceptable for the farmer’s market that 
“clearly do not reflect originality of design.”

Commissioner Lee Symonds 
began the discussion. 

“We just ought to take a look 
al it again,” said Symonds. “I 
think we should let them have this 
truck back to sell to satisfy what- 
ever debt (the fire department) in- 
curred by buying other equip- 
ment for the department.” 

Dan Bennett, who had been 
first to deny the request during the 
commission’s June 6 meeting, 
also agreed that it would be a 
good idea to donate the truck to 
the association. 

“Further information has come 
to tight that { was not previously 
aware of,” Bennett said. 

Commissioner Fred Vollbach 
expressed his concern about the 
commission’s lack of informa- 
tion. 

Volibach felt that someone 
directly involved in the dona- 
tion process should have pro- 
vided the commission with 
more information. Receiving 
necessary details before re- 
quests are approved or denied 
will help prevent future misun- 
derstandings. 

Following its own advice, .the 
commission passed a motion to 
table the Lady Biker Day 
Organization’s request to close 
sections of the downtown Aug. 
18-19. 

Before making its decision to 
close city streets, the commission 
will investigate how the Mill 
Street/M-32 construction project 
will affect the flow of traffic 
through town.

“So that is what I am doing — believing that I 
will be okay, that this is just an interlude of some 
kind,” Williams said. 

Johnson said that Williams, surgeon, who is also 
a lady biker, assured Williams that the cancer is 
operable and her chances for recovery are good. 
But for the next 12 months, Williams’ life will con- 
sist of hair loss, sickness and weakness, Johnson 
said, but added that Williams, faith and the support 
of family and friends will help carry her through. 

There are days when the chemotherapy does 
make Williams weak and sick, and she just wants 
to sleep or soak in a tub of water. She said her brain 
feels swollen. Her ears feel weird, she said. She 
gets heartburn and she feels queasy. Treatments are 
bad right now, she said. 

But soon she will be over the “bad chemo,” and 
then she will be on a different “cocktail” and her 
hair will begin to grow in. In the meantime, be- 
tween treatments, she feels up to riding about once 
every couple of weeks. 

“My riding helps me a lot,” she said. “When I 
ride I am one with nature. My mind is at rest and I 
can think very clearly and calmly. There is nothing 
finer than riding alone on a motorcycle.” 

“Camp Quality and the work we did there has 
opened my eyes to the suffering we all may go 
through — big or small.” 

For Dawn Johnson, Williams’ ordeal has a private 
and profound significance. The work she is dedicated 
to, raising mohey for the camp, is not impersonal. It 
is not something the ladies of LBD go home and for- 
get. The strength and courage of the children of Camp 
Quality touches the lives of the Lady Bikers, even as 
they touch the lives of the children. 

“When August 18 and 19 roll around in East Jor- 
dan, and you see all the Lady Bikers ride into town 
for the weekend, remember that their crusade 


against cancer and their support for Camp Quality | 


has taken on an even more personal meaning,” 
Johnson said.

In 1939, tH New York Daily News bought one 
of the four to use for aerial photography.

BOYNE CITY — Patrons of the Boyne City 
Dairy Queen will have a new patio area overlook- 
ing the Boyne River. 

The project began with a decision by Dairy Queen 
owners Betty and Dave Korthase to improve the 
parking lot. It expanded when they realized how 
much the river’s retaining wall was in disrepair. 

“The parking lot was in dire need of repair and 
originally the plan was just to improve the lot,” 
Dave said. 

But the river’s retaining wall needed stabiliza- 
tion and that became part of the project. 

“The wall was precarious and we felt it was the 
right thing to do,” he said. 

Betty bought the business 16 years ago, after 
working there for 33 years. She hopes the new pa- 
tio area will be constructed by late summer. The 
retaining wall improvements are completed. 

“We are so pleased with how it’s going and the 
work done so far,” Betty said. 

The Michigan Department of Environmental 


| Quality approved the project and it has been con- 


structed according to the department’s regulations, 
Dave said. 

Other businesses along the Boyne River that may 
desire to provide similar areas to view the river 
won't have a problem obtaining a permit from the 
MDEQ, the couple said.

The 2006 Boyne City Farmer’s Market Rules 
' state that “All items sold by a sold by a vendor 
must have been raised, prepared, or produced by 
! the producer within a within a (30) thirty mile 
i radius of Boyne City AND within Charlevoix, 
Antrim, Emmet, Cheboygan, or Otsego coun- 
ties.” 

The rules also state that vendors must not re- 


": sale items they haven’t produced themselves, al- 


- though the Farmer's Market Committee and the 


market manager are allowed to make exceptions. 


Hemming’s farm falls just outside the 30-mile 
kilométer radius but is also disqualified because 
it isn’t in any of the approved counties. 

Hemming said that her family took over the 
farm from her husband's parents, Jack and Vir- 
ginia Hemming in 1998. 

“My husband and I, we pick them, we sort 
them, we wash them, and we are the ones that 
bring them to the market,” said Hemming. “It’s 
a family farm. It’s just truely a family farm.” 

Hemming started bringing her cherries, 
peaches and apricots to the farmer’s market in 
2000. ; 

She said that although bringing her fruit to 
markets in Grand Traverse and Antrim Counties 
would have been easier, she has “never consid- 
ered it” because of the joy she gets from selling 
fruit in her hometown. 

“This is a community where I teach, this is 
where | see my students, their parents, my 
friends,” said Hemming. 

Farmer Steve Johnecheck, who served on the 
Farmer's Market Committee last year, said that 
he thought the new rule was a fair one. 

“The whole thing is, you can’t really control 
where the product is coming from, or the resale 
of the product, when it’s not within your own 
areca.” said Jonacheck. 

“T welcome Elizabeth there, but I wish she was 
within our distance.” Jonachek added. 

“There's lots of markets in Antrim and Traverse 
counties, that are closer to where she is.”

Sheriff says seasonal patrols are back in place

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — 
Summer is here and Sheriff's 
Deputies are again patrolling area 
parks regularly, starting the weck- 
end of Saturday. June 17. 

The policy of regular patrols is 
one that the sheriff*s department 
has had for the last 10 years, but 
rowdy campers and boaters are a 
problem that needs to be high- 
lighted with the start of each tour- 
ist season, Charlevoix County 
Sheriff George Lasater said. 

“We will patrol those areas rou- 
tinely, whether there are com- 
plaints or not.” Lasater said of 
Young State Park, Fisherman Is- 
land State Park and Whiting Park. 

An acidic letter to the Char- 
levoix County Administrator's 
office by tourists Richard and 
Lorrie Dykstra of Ludington 
started the season’s complaints 


’ off with a bang on Wednesday, 
: May 31. 


“Whiting Park is located in 
your county and is supposedly a 
camping park,” the letter stated. 


’ “It is however, mis-named; it 


should be called ‘Party Park.’ 
“We have never had such an 
awful camping experience as we

the Dykstras wrote. 

The Dykstras’ list of com- 
plaints included partiers on boats

Lasater said that the DNR, 
State Police and Sheriff’s office 
all have authority to patrol the 
parks and that State Parks such 
as Fisherman’s Island and Young 
usually are policéd by some de-

“The county parks do not have 
their own rangers, so they rely 
heavily on us,” said Lasater. 

“We’re trying to help park of- 
ficials reclaim those parks so the 
average citizen can go there with- 
out being confronted with any of 
those problems,” continued 
Lasater. ‘ 

Lasater said campers wishing 
to report unlawful activity should 
dial 911 instead of contacting any 
of the individual police agencies. 

“It’s very simple: Call 911,” 
Lasater said. “911 in Charlevoix, 
Emmet and Cheboygan is not just 


for emergencies. It is our primary 


communication system.”

Boyne City new home for 


West Coast entrepreneur

BOYNECITY —Ac- 


cording to some stereo- 
types, self-professed 
computer geeks don’t 
have a reputation for their 
interesting personalities. 

But Boyne City’s Rob 
Fleming is the exception 
to that rule. 

Fleming has been 
many things in his day — 
piercing artist, punk gui- 
tarist and freelance pho- 
tographer. And, now, he 
runs Boyne City PC, a 
computer business that 
also does Web hosting. 

The most recent cham- 
ber of Fleming's story 
started when his mother 
moved back to Michigan 
from southern California 
to care for her ailing 
mother. He joined her in 
Boyne City just for a 
visit. 

For him, life was 
southern California, a 
high-powered job as a 
computer geek and a 
lively income. 

But Fleming did some 
needs analysis — his 
own, and took a Jook at 
the potential customer 
base —- and decided to 
move, 

Fleming’s grandfather 
had bought property in 
the Boyne City area in 
the 1950s and he has rela- 
tives that live here. 

But a year ago when he 
showed up on the scene, 
he really thought he 
might bring some bag- 
gage Boyne wasn't ready 
for — tattoos. 

Fleming started out in 
high school as a student 
editor for the local daily 
— one of those jobs his 
mom steered him to- 
ward, 

He definitely had a 
creative flair and he 
worked for the paper for 
some time before col- 
lege, taking what was to 
become a characteristic 
approach to work. There 
was always something to 
learn and whatever he 
learned he took away 
with him into the next 
job, the next phase of his 
life. 

The paper, “sparked 
my artistic ability,” he 
said. 

And he became a 
freelance photographer, 
making money taking 
sports shots with an old 
Minolta, and later a 
Pentax that he bought for 
$50. He had a functional 
dark room in a closet 
inthe days before digital 
photography was avail-

able. 

By the time he was 16, 
Fleming was working 
part-time, going to 
school, was in the march- 
ing band, as well as an 
extracurricular band — 
and working at the news- 
paper. 

“It shaped who I am 
today,” Fleming said. “I 
am well-rounded from 
my experiences.” 

He also said that he be- 
lieves that work is the 
“fiber of the American 
fabric.” 

“Itis responsibility fol- 
lowed by: understanding 
of that responsibility,” he 
added, believing that no 
job is trivial. “Any job 
has the ability to add to 
up responsibility.” 

Fleming entered col- 
lege with the dream of 
being a music teacher, 
but an internship at a jun- 
ior high set him straight. 
He realized then and 
there that he didn't want 
to teach music, he 
wanted to play music. 

And play he did. 

Fleming graduated 
with a degree in perform- 
ing arts and went to play 
guitar for Esther Phillips. 
He stayed with Phillips 
until her death in 1984. 


“y floundered,” 
Fleming said of that pe- 
riod. “I had money, 


toured with a couple 
other bands. 

“I wasn’t satisfied.” 

He went from playing 
guitar in a blues band to 
writing music for and 
playing in a punk band in 
the 80s. It was early West 
Coast ee and his band 
was “Liquid Pope.” He 
also began working in a 
studio owned by Rich 
West, keyboardist for 
pop band “Stacy Q.” 

It may be significant 
that he got his eyebrow

pierced. It may also be 
significant that he began 
to want to do piercing 
himself. 

But first he went to 
work for GTE and 
learned a tremendous 
amount about marketing. 
including do a needs 
analysis for a customer 
and then meet the need. 
Find the correct solution. 

That marketing skill, 
combined with determi- 
nation and drive. has 
served him well ever 
since. 

Before long, Fleming 
was his own man — 
owner and operator of a 
piercing business — af- 
ter paying his dues work- 
ing for a tattoo artist. who 
definitely left his calling 
card with Fleming. 

The piercing business 
on the West Coast was a 
lucrative venture, and 
teamed with a jewelry- 
maker, Fleming's shop 
was on the cutting edge. 
He did an on-air piercing 
on the Carson Daly radio 
show on KROQ. His 
business boomed. 

But he decided he 
needed a new marketing 
tool — a Web site — and 
counted the cost. It would 
cost him $7,000, and he 
couldn't justify it. So he 
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bartered piercing with a 
Microsoft certified engi- 
neer and two months 
later built his own Web 
site. 

Piercing paled incom- 
parison. : 

“I was getting bored 
with it,” Fleming said. 
“Looking to the future. 
The dot com era was 
banging. 

“When I was in col- 
lege I had a text book, a 
cheat sheet, and a 
method,” he added. 
“Now, they have zip 
drives. 

“Tt opened up a world 
for me. I can sit at a com- 
puter and work, pay bills, 
entertain myself, and 
manage my lifestyle. It's 
kind of mind-blowing.” 

So, armed with mul- 
tiple degrees in computer 
technology and now 
working for a major 
computer company, 
wearing a suit and tie, 
and making the big 
bucks, Fleming arrived 
in Boyne City. 

He liked the pace, the 
slight traffic, and did a 
quick needs analysis.

; After all, the 
consensus was that the United States had formed 
one of, if not the best men’s soccer teams in our 
country’s history. 

And FIFA (world soccer’s governing body) had 
tanked the U.S. as the fifth best team in the 
world, heading into World Cup competition in 
Germany this summer. 

World Cup qualifying action for the American 
men went incredibly well. Dating back to June 
14, 2004, (when the men’s national team began 
preliminary play for the tournament) the Ameri- 
cans went an impressive | 2-2-4 heading into this 
month's tournament. And they outscored their 
opponents 34-11. Jt all meant the team’s defense 
and offense were coming together at just the right

time. 

Then the disaster of June 12 happened. 

In their first game of pool play in the 2006 
World Cup the United States completely fell apart 
against the Czech Republic, losing 3-0. But 
before anyone rips apart the Americans, it is 
important to remember how good the Czech 
Republic was (it was ranked No. 2 in the world, 
just behind Brazil, heading into the tournament 
and was |1-3 in qualifying). These were no 
slouches the Americans lost to. The Czechs 
played very well, and deserved the win. 

But at the same time the United States played 
without heart, according to many analysts. It was 
a very disappointing thing to see the scoreboard 
after the game with all of the excitement going 
into the tournament. 

So with renewed vigor the U.S. took on another 
great team from the “group of death” (group E), 
Italy on June 17. 

It was night and day compared to the game 
with the Czech Republic as the Americans 
scrapped and fought with only 9 players (Eddie 
Pope and Pablo Mastroeni were given red cards,

most would say, unfairly) to earn the L-1 tie 
against the Italians. The game was highly 
competitive, controversial and entertaining. 

As a fan I have to admit I was happy with the 
way the U.S. team played against Italy, but ] was 
still very concerned. Over the course of the first 2 
tournament games the U.S.-had played, it only 
had 1 goal for which the team didn’t even score 
itself (Italy. scored an own-goal). 

I had the same question every other American 
soccer fan had — where were Landon Donovan 
and the rest of the American forwards? (It also 
made me again question the decision not to place 
Taylor Tweliman on team U.S.A.’s raster. Despite 
the injury trouble he went through, we needed his 
goal-scoring. Remember his hat trick against © 
Norway?) 

Donovan has always had a reputation for 
arrogance and big talk, but the great thing about 
him is 99 percent of the time he follows through 
with goal after goal. 

And then in the Ghana game on June 22, team 
U.S.A.’s final of the World Cup, the United States 
finally scored one of its own goals. And it came

from midfielder Clint Dempsey — not Donovan 
or any other forward. But it wasn’t enough as the 
U.S. squad lost, 2-1, to the upstart African nation. 

The 0-2-1 finish for the American team has 
been, by far, the most disappointing thing in 
sports for 2006. 

All the talk from American players before the 
World Cup was of advancing further than we ever 
have and how we were finally a force to be 
reckoned with. The year 2006 was to be the first 
year the United States showcased its newfound 
dominance in soccer. 

The big talk before the World Cup scared me 
because it was premature. The U.S. team still 
hadn’t proven itself on the field in the tournament 
as anything more than a spoiler. 

And so of course we showed the rest of the 
world the typical American response — talking 
real big and not following through. 

I just hope that this year’s disappointment will 
teach a little humility to American players and 
fans. We definitely got a dose of “shut up” in this’ 
World Cup.

WALLOON LAKE — A new boat launch, 
ramp that is in the works will cut an access 
through the Mackinaw State Forest and that has 
some residents in the area unhappy and frus- 
trated. 

The launch ramp was the subject of a public 
hearing in early June that the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources held in the area. The 
boat launch site is in Bay Township. Repre- 
sentatives from the MDNR took comments and 
answered questions at that time. 

Evangeline Township resident Michael Smith 
was one who came away from the hearing frus- 
trated. 

“It’s a beautiful piece of land in a remote 
area,” Smith said. “Once it is open to vehicles 
traffic it will be a mess.” 

Smith also said he doesn’t see a need for an- 
other boat launch. The forest is flanked by two 
public boat launch access sites that he said are 
not normally busy. 

The boat launch ramp will accommodate 
boats up to 26 feet long, with an 18 foot by 60- 
foot ramp, according to an MDNR statement.
